NEA Washington Correspondent 
W ashington — NEA—W ashing­ 
ton representatives of oil and 
shipping companies which are b ig 
users of the Suez Canal take a 
dim view of w hat the diplom ats 
have done thus far to resolve 
the canal’s seizure b y Egypt’s 
President N asser. 
Hopes for a United Nations 
settlem ent are held to b e no 
b etter. One extrem e view is that 
the negotiatiors should 
forget 
everything they have done up to 
now’ and sta rt fresh. 
The reason given is that the 
pricipal Suez Canal issue has 
b een ignored. This is that canal 
traffic is expected to doub le in 
the next ten years, just as it has 
doub led in the past 
1 0 years. 
This m eans that the canal itself 
m ust 
b e 
“doub le-tracked,” 
so 
that 
ships can 
move in b oth 
directions a t all times. Today 
there are north and south con­ 
voys which pass each other on 
schedule in the mid-canal G reat 
B itter Lake. 
• 
TO DOUBLE canal capacity 
will cost an estim ated one and a 
half to two b illion dollars—as 


much as the proposed Aswan | 
dam on the Nile would cost. 
N asser seized the canal on the 
pretext that tolls would provide 
him w ith revenue to b uild the 
dam. Before he can b uild the 
dam, he m ust first finance the 
construction of a second canal, 
paralleling the existing channel. 
The Suez Canal Users’ Assn.— 
SCUA — proposed b y Secy, of 
S tate John Foster Dulles is not 
regarded as w hat its name im­ 
plies. Private shipping and oil 
companies consider them selves as 
the real users. They resent the 
fact that they have not b een 
consulted m ore b y the diplomats. 
There is some feeling that the
